Bennett Rules 
on Arkansas 
Primary Law

LITTLE ROCK (UP)—Attorney 


General Bruce Bcnnell issued a 
19-point opinion Monday, interpret- 
ing the Arkansas Primary 
Law 


passed by the 183"! legislature and 
held constitutional recently by the 
Arkansas Supreme Court,

inated by a petition signed by not 
less than 10 electors of the mu- 
nicipality or township. 


Single Party Vote 


The attorney.general said Dem- 


ocratic party rules require that a 
person vole in the Democratic pii 
mary only, and cannot vole in Ihe 
Republican primary too.
